Citrus growers gained 
from unseasonal rains 


Unseasonable periods of 
rainfall and below normal 
temperatures prevailed 
throughout San Bernardino 
County during April except 
for the last week when con- 
ditions returned to near nor- 
mal the county department of 
agriculture reported today, 

There were at least 15 
days during the month when 
Measurable rainfall fell in 
most Valley locations, 

Total precipitation mea- 
sured from 4 to 5 inches with 


the foothill districts and 
mountain areas receiving 
considerably more, mainly 


in the form of snow 

Maximum temperatures 
were 6 to 11 degrees be- 
low normal with minimums 
about 6 degrees below nor- 
mal during the cold spell. 

The continuous cold wet 
weather was detrimental to 
nearly all the crops in the 
county, causing delays in 
harvest, rot and mold devel. 
opment, retarding growth, 
and delaving plantings. 

Although it is too early 
to assess the total damage, 
it iS apparent that there 
will be an overall reduction 
in crop output, 

Crops benefiting from the 
rains are the dry farmed 
grains, such as oats, barley 
and hay, plus range pasture, 

Citrus growers have also 
gained somewhat through a 
reduction or halt in irriga- 
tion schedules for the time 
being. New citrus bloom was 
also affected by the elements 
in that many blossoms have 
dropped from the trees while 
on other trees they have yet 
to open, 

The county crop reportin- 
cluded: 

NAVEL ORANGES, 10,284
